Turning to paragraph five of the Office Action, the Examiner has rejected claims 
23-26. 28 and 29 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Angell et al In 
view of U.S. Patent 8,020,987, to Baumann e, aj. The Appllcents respedtuily traverse 
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this rejection for the following reasons. The Applicants submit that since claims 23-25, 
28 and 29 depend from claim 1 7, and in light of the above discussion regarding the 
patentability of claim 17, that claims 23-25, 28 and 29 are in condition form allowance 
over Angell et al., Baumann et al. and the combination. 

Applicants therefore respectfully submit that claims 1-36 are in condition for 
allowance. The Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider this case 
and requests removal of the rejections. The Applicants, therefore, respectfully request 
that a timely Notice of Allowance be Issued in this case.
